GASOLINE: "A" Book Coupons No. 6, good for four gal- 
lons each, outs.de the eastern gasoline shortage area. Within 
the east coast shortage area, "A" Book Coupons No. 5, good 
for three gallons each, must last through July 21. "B" and "C" 
coupons cut to 2/ 2 gallons in shortage area. 

SUGAR: Coupon No. 13 good for 5 lbs. through August 
IS. Coupons No. 15 and 16 are good for 5 lbs. each for home 
canning purposes. Housewives may apply to their local boards 
for additional rations if necessary. 

COFFEE: Stamp No. 24 (1 lb.) good through June 30. 

FUEL OIL: Period 5 coupons valid in all zones until Sep- 
tember 30. 

SHOES: No. 17 stamp in War Ration Book One good for 
one pair through June 15.

MORE MONEY INTO BONDS 

The average American family "should and must" be in- 
vesting 2 5 percent of its income in War Bonds by the end of 
1943, Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau, Jr., said 
recently in announcing a new "streamlined" bond campaign. 
"Of the 45 billion dollars still necessary to complete our war 
financing needs tor 1943," Morgenthau said, "at least 18 billion 
dollars, or almost 25 percent of the national income for the re- 
mainder of the year should come from purchases of bonds by 
individuals. From those workers earning g 1,000 to $5,000 
net, will have seven-eighths of all the current available individ- 
ual savings, 2 5 cents of each dollar is not too much to expect. 
In fact, they should and must invest more if our goal is to be 
met." 

ICE BOXES FOR CIVILIANS 

A total of 239,575 ice-boxes are to be produced in the 
next three months for civilian use, according to a new order of 
WPB. Despite limited factory capacities and scarcity of ma- 
terials, the production rate is expected to reach about 75,000 
units a month. 

REPLANT FLOODED GARDENS 

Victory gardens destroyed by excessive rains should be 
replanted, says the U. S. Department of Agriculture in urging 
gardeners to replant with "late," rather than "early," crops. 
Crops that can still be planted in flooded areas include toma- 
toes, snap beans, lima beans, beets, swiss chard, summer squash, 
peppers, eggplant, sweet corn, and sweet potatoes. Cool 
weather crops such as potatoes, peas, early cabbage, spinach, 
and lettuce cannot be expected to give satisfactory yields if 
planted this late in the spring.

500 Aviation Cadets 
Ages 17-26, Are 
Needed by U. S. A. 

In keeping with the accelerated 
American air offensives on all 
fronts and the steady Increase in 
the production of war planes, the 
Army Air Forces has started a new 
drive to recruit Aviation Cadets. 

Colonel Frederick Schoenfeld, 
president of the Philadelphia Avi- 
ation Cadet Examining Board an- 
nounced today that orders have 
been received here for the pro- 
curement of 500 cadets from this 
area in June. 

This quota. Colonel Schoenfeld 
said, will have to be met through 
direct enlistments for 17-year-old 
men and voluntary inductions for 
men 18 to 26, inclusive. 

It ran not be emphasized too 
strongly," Colonel tichoenfeld said, 
"that this quota must be reached. 
The need is urgent." 

Direct enlistments for Aviation 
Cadets were curtailed last Decem- 
ber when al) general enlistments 
lor men 18 to 38 were stopped by 
President Roosevelt. They were 
Inter re-opened on a smaller scale 
for 17-year-old men and the train- 
ing was also made available for in- 
ductees 18 to 26. 

However, the present campaign 
for recruits is expected to be 
heavier than any undertaken pre- 
viously, according to Colonel 
Schoenfeld.

Other Avi- 
ation Cadet Boards in the Phila- 
delphia Recruiting and Induction 
District aie situated in the Army 
Recruiting Stations in Wilkes-Bar- 
re and Allontown.

OPA PROSECUTES VIOLATORS 

In the four months ended April 30, the courts handed 
down decisions in 1,495 civil and criminal cases involving 1,676 
defendants accused of violating the price and rationing regula- 
tions, according to OPA. Of the total 1,437 cases involving 
1,613 defendants were decided in favor ot OPA. Only 58 cases 
involving 63 defendants, or less than 4 percent of the total, 
were dismissed. , 

MILK ADDED TO RATION LIST 

Evaporated and condensed milk are now on the list of ra- 
tioned foods with a value of one point per pound. Red stamps 
in War Ration Book Two will be used for buying canned milk 
and no additional points will be made available to consumers 
for such purchases. The rationing is intended to conserve limit- 
ed supplies for infant feeding, special diets, and for persons un- 
able to obtain adequate supplies of fresh milk. 

DON'T WRITE "ROUND ROBINS" 

Writing soldiers "round robins," or news letters, and in- 
viting composite replies by the group is inadvisable, the War 
Department has warned. Replies tend to become anthologies 
of military information, and a custom that arose from innocent 
motives becomes a security hazard. 

SHOE PRICES REGULATED 

Shoes, chiefly women's models which are made with such 
sole materials as plastic, felt, wood, combinations of wool and 
cotton, cord and friction belting and some other fabric and 
synthetic substances, are now under ceiling prices. Fabrics used 
for the uppers include linen, gabardine, faille, "imitation leath- 
er," and other types of cloth. Prices set by OPA for manufac- 
turers of these shoes range from around $1.25 to about S4.00 
a pair. 

BIKES FOR THE EAST 

In 16 of the 17 states in the eastern gasoline shortage 
area, bicycles will be issued without quota restrictions in June, 
the OPA has announced. In the eastern shortage area where 
gasoline rations for automobiles have been cut, bicycles are ra- 
tioned to anyone gainfully employed in any occupation or do- 
ing work necessary to the war program or public welfare. Chil- 
dren are also eligible if they need a bicycle for transportation 
to and from school. 

REPORT SHOWS TRAFFIC DROP 

Throughout the nation, 479 automatic counters on rural 
roads in 39 states recorded traffic in April as 36 percent of pre- 
war normal. Motor-fuel tax collections in 28 states in April 
totaled $38,209,000 and were three-fourth of pre-war normal, 
according to reports from State Motor Vehicle Administrators.

Garden Vegetables 
May Be Canned 
Under Supervision 

The Emergency Aid Victory Oar- 
den and Food Conservation work 
will be co-ordinated this summer 
to cope with ration problems and 
the predicted foodshortage of the 
coming winter. 

The Baldwin School Kitchens 
which have been turned over to the 
Main Line Branch will open for 
the session on July 1st and canning 
will go on Mondays to Friday from 
9 A. M. to 5 P. M. dully until Au- 
gust 31. 

There are three ways in which 
people of the communities can take 
advantage of the Emergency Aid 
Canning Kitchen: 

1. Bring own vegetables to the 
kitchens and can under the super- 
vision of an txpert who will teach 
them methods and also advise can- 
ning program according to the size 
of their Victory gardens. They may 
also purchase produce that is plen- 
tiful on the market in season and 
have it canned at the kitchen and 
learn while they do their own can- 
ning. 

'■!. Send vegetables to be canned 
by the kitchen or to be canned and 
given to the Emergency Aid Can- 
teen at the United Service Club. If 
canning is done for a person there 
will be a small fee charged. If the 
person does her awn canning under 
supervision and with instructions, 
she is asked to leave two Jars of 
every dozen put up for the "shelf" 
which is kept in reserve for the 
canteen. 

3. People who wish to give some 
War Relief service and have no 
canning of their own to be done 
are urged to work in the kitchens 
as volunteers and learn the meth- 
ods while they serve.

A recetu Gallup poll demonstrat- 
ed that the great majority of union 
labor is opposed to these crippling 
atrikea, in the war Industries, which 
are doing our cause such incalcu- 
lable harm. The public didnt' need 
a Gallup poll to proev that — but 
they soon will need one If Labor al- 
lows these morale-destroying stop- 
pages to continue. 

American workers, union and 
non-union, American farmers, 
American capitalists, American 
politicians, American Whites and 
American Blacks (we can't say 
American Reds) are each as patri- 
atlc and country-loving as the oth- 
er. But there are men among each 
group whose alms are purely sel- 
fish and to whom America, as a 
whole, appears to be quite a sec- 
ondary consideration. In organized 
labor these men are able to accom- 
plish their purposes as in no other 
group — for the reason that no other 
group Is so organized that Its mem- 
bers can be controlled as a body. 

The American public Is becom- 
ing aroused at the continued stop- 
pages in the war Industries. The 
American public has sons fighting 
and dying at the front. The Ameri- 
can public is beginning to blame all 
anion labor for the stoppages which 
of necessity arise the death toll 
among their boys. And this Is one 
of the grave injustices which a few 
union leaders and a few minority 
elements are bringing down upon 
the huge majority of patriotic, 
country-loving, God-fearing men 
and women who make up nine- 
tenths of organized labor. This vast 
majority have sons In Africa and 
in the Pacific also — and they are 
often willing to risk their own lives 
to break through goonish picket 
lines which prevent them from get- 
ting out the tanks and planes and 
guns upon which the lives of their 
sons depend. 

is there no way for a patriotic 
union worker to work for his coon- 
try if he wants to? Must he be 
compelled to stand by and allow a 
minority to prevent him from per- 
forming the sacred duties which he 
owes his country and his family? 
Is there no way that he — as a 
member of a union which has 
agreed with the United States gov- 
ernment to forego strikes while this 
nation is fighting this frighteinng 
war — can force his union to live up 
to this sacred agreement? 

Few peoplo even remember the 
great strike In the German muni- 
tions plants in the First World 
War. But this strike — which was 
put down almost overnight by gun- 
fire — was the "morale-buster" 
which started Germany toward de- 
feat and bolstered the wavering 
confidence of the Allies. These con- 
tinued strikes here can so under- 
mine our morale and can so bolster 
the morale of our enemies that we 
can lose this war. 

Do the little minorities who cause 
these strikes realize this — or do 
they think the war is over because 
we have conquered North Africa 
and few tiny fractions of the vast 
empires which Japan has taken and 
is fortifying? 

At the beginning of the First 
World War the Allies' front lines 
were close to the German borders. 
Today all Poland and a large part 
of Russia intervene on the east; 
and all France, the Mediterranean 
and the English Channel intervene 
on the South and West. In the last 
World War Italy and Japan were 
on our side — this time they are not. 
We finally won out against the old 
style submarine of 1914-1918. Will 
we against the modern undersea 
"dreadnaught" ? We can — but we 
won't unless we all put Into this 
struggle everything we've got and 
forget the big sounding phrases of 
those who will not face the cold 
facts. ,£|

NEW and sudden problem 
has come to America — the 
greatest pet-owning nation of the 
world — with the rationing of 
foodstuffs, particularly meats. 
Good estimates place the dog 
population of the United States 
at 15,000,000; consequently, there 
are some 45,000,000 men, women 
and children today who are 
worrying about what Fido and 
Spot are going to eat. 

Word comes from experts in 
the nutritional field that table 
scrap feeding, always a dubious 
means of furnishing the family 
pet with the best balanced diet, 
should be abandoned for the dur- 
ation so that not only will ra- 
tioned foodstuffs be used by 
humans, but that pets will get 
the best possible diet in war time. 

These authorities point out that 
"the dog fed table scraps would 
be fortunate to have a ration 
which averaged as high as 18 per 
cent in total protein, of which a 
very low proportion would ordi- 
narily be of animal origin." That 
such a diet is deficient nutrition- 
ally is shown by Food Production 
Order No. 7 where the govern- 
ment sets the total protein maxi- 
mum for dog foods at 24 per cent; 
of which one-third, or 8 per cent 
on a total food basis, can be pro- 
tein of animal origin. 

Table Feeding Unwise 

Best dehydrated dog food, man- 
ufactured in accordance with this 
order, contains the maximum 
amount of protein. And dehydrat- 
ed food is made from fresh meat 
by-products, scientifically com- 
bined, under Order 7, with wheat, 
barley, salt, ground bone and fish 
oil. The food is fortified with 
vitamins to insure the dog a com- 
pletely balanced diet. Since it 
contains only 8 per cent moisture, 
compared with approximately 70 
per cent moisture contained in 
former canned foods made with 
similar formulae, water is added

Dog food is not rationed. In 
England dog owners share their 
rations with tfcieLr pets, but here 
this is un\rise fcecause of the 
abundance oof dog food which 
makes it possible- to spend all ra- 
tion points tfoir foods for human 
consumption.. Thus table scrap 
feeding, whi cri does not give the 
pet the best possible diet, is im- 
provident fr«orw He standpoint of 
using foods that are necessary for 
best human nutrition and from 
the economioc standpoint as well.
